The vigorous use of 
(hese instruments may cause some 
pain and a little bleeding and does 
not improve the looks for a time 
as a paste or powder migkt do, but 
as soon as the crusts df&-ep and 
fall from the opened pimples, the 
skin is much smoother and cleaner 
and the results are much better 
than from any other local treat- 
ment.

Must Be Kept Clean 


If the instruments are kept 
clean, there will be no danger of 
infection. A small scar occasionally 
results, but very disagreeable scars 
-result if the pimples are allowed to 
go on to the formation of pus or 
boils. 


Any treatment to be successful 
in curing pimples must be at first 
stimulating. The blood supply to 
the affected parts must be in- 
creased with more blood and the 
stagnant dead scarf skin must be 
removed. 

An occasional scrubbing of .the 
parts with a fine quality of sea 
sand er even corn meal will often 
take the place of the lance and 
currette. Any of these treatments 
must not be attempted shortly be- 
fore you are to attend a party, as 
the treatment does not cause the 
face to look so good for a short 
period. 

Occasionally, when the skin is 
harsh and dry ointments contain- 
ing sulphur or salicylic acid may 
he used, but for general use a.lo- 
tion is preferable. Lassar’s soap 
and sulphur paste is a strong prep- 
aration which is smeared on the 
face every night and allowed to 
remain for ten or fifteen minutes, 
when it is removed and the skin 
powdered. This should be repeated 
every night till the skin begins to 
peel.

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Need Physician’s Advice 


None of these strong solutions 
should be used without the advice 
and observation of a physician, as 
skins vary in their tenderness and 
resistance to medication. If there 
are many pustules present, and 
they continue to fill up after being 
emptied of their contents, it may 
be wise to use some local antiseptic 
after each treatment. 

Listerine, borolyptol. ‘either of 
full strength or diluted, or a one 
per cent Dakin’s salution result in 
marked benefit. A very good stim- 
-ulating lotion dabbed on the face 
and allowed to dry is a sulphur 
solution known as “Lotio Alba.” It 
stimulates the skin, but does not 
usually cause much peeling of the 
outer skin. 

The treatment boiled down is 
simply thorough and_ persistent 
scrubbing with soap and cold 
water, vigorous massage with firm 
pinching of every portion of the 
face with the balls of the thumbs 
_and fingers..and opening up and 
emptying the plugged up seba- 
ceous or oil ducts, and stimulation 
of the circulation of the skin.
